CHICAGO, March 14.—The court of 


inquiry resumed the investigation of 
the beef question this morning. 


Captain Homer F. Aspiuwall, act- 


ing commissary of volunteers duriug 
the Spanish war, in command of the 
transport Manitoba, waa the first wit- 
ness. He testified that the Manitoba 
carried a large quantity of refrigerator 
beef to Ponce, Porto Rico, arriving on 
August 10. The vessel was aground 
three days. When he finally reported 
to General Gillmore the latter told 
him. he had better throw it overboard, 
as he could get all the beef he wanted 
ashore. The ship later was sent to 
Miowa, where the beef was issued to 
the troops and found to be of excellent 
quality and the troops were delighted 
with it 
In one case it was hauled 


inland and not delivered to the troops 
until 2 p. m., when it was found the 
beef was spoiled. Witness remained 
at Miowa until September T, to dis- 
charge quartermaster and commissary 
stores, and was then ordered to take 
the troops to New York. He hod on 
board when he left Newport News 
300,000 pounds of meat and about CO, - 
000 pounds were iesuod. 


The remaining 250,000 pounds on 


board was in perfect condition when 
we started with the troops for New 
York. tOn the way north it began to 
spoil aud when the transport reached 
New York the steward reported it 
unfit for use. A board of survey was 
appointed and the meat was con- 
demned. 
There was some question 


whether the meat belonged to the gov- 
ernment or Swift 
After 10 days a 


lighter came alongside and on the 
authority of a telegram from Swift's 
representative in Washington we de- 
livered the meat and it was taken 
away. The beef was mouldy on the 
outside, 
but several quarters ex- 


amined by the board of survey were 
found to be perfectly good inside. 
The board, however, felt that it was 
so mouldy on the outside it was un'
